HAS PASSED AWAY 



I have Just received a letter from 
.VIra. Heaton, InformlnR me of Mr. 
Heston's death, at a:SO p. m. Jan. 27th. 

She states that he passed away 
peacefiillv and without a stniRgle — 

crai laklnn place on Sumlay the 29lh 
.Mr. Iteston had taken the precaution 
iliat no preacher should officiate. He 
had prepared hia own. funeral address, 
which with the reading of Thanatop- 
slH l)v a friend ponstltutpd the whole 

He wa.s born at VVapokanata, Ohio, 
and was fifty-nine years of age. 

Mr. Heston had been bed-fast for 
six months, and «aa ao greatly ema- 
ciated, that the underUker said he 
had never observed a body so reduced. 
This was probably due to the suprem- 
acy of mind over disease — whirh exer- 
cise, kept life so long In the poor 
worn-out body. Well, one more 
bright star In the galaxy of Free- 
thought haa disappeared fmm view — 
but to sight only. The Immortal part < 
of him BtlU Uvea, nd kmg; long will ! 



Heston's place in Amerloan Free- 
thought history is secure. He flUed 
a peculiar and important phaso of 
Freethought— a niche that had never 
been filled before, and hardly likely 
to be filled again. There has been no 
Freethinker, not even Ingersol. who 
has left such a distinrtly iiidiviiliial 
Impression upon Liberalism, ;is II. -; 
ton. There have been niimlH is who 
liave closely approached Ingersoll in 
all his various attainment*, and many 
who have been, and are aomevhat 
like him.

But 
Heston hungers no more. His poor 
body has gone to mingle with the ele- 
ments, while his soul goes marching 
on. I have corresponded with him 
considerably, but never met him. In 
my opinion, his was both a strong and 
rare mind. He was gifted with a fine 
Imagination, and was a poet of 
strength and beatity. He wrote me 
that he hoped to live to publish a vol- 
ume of his poems; but In this too. 
he was disappointed. 

I am glad that I was the means of 
being some help to him, when the 
ahadowa of death began to gather 
dark and threatening around him. I 
am glad that he died leaning upon the 
arms of romrades, thouph late they 
came to the rescue. I am glad that he 
died with the thought, that there was 
still a lingering lov» gnd appreciation 
for him among hia oo>laborers and 
I am sure that ail who contributed to 
his relief, are likewise glad that I 
made that appeal, and all alike are 
grateful to Warren Wolf f(,r falling 
our attention to Heston's Illness and 
condition. The whole amount con- 
tributed was about I37B.00. 

Not many of us will miss him per- 
sonally, because few of us knew him 
personally. But none of us will miss 
him intellectually, for his Influence 
still exists. He Is still our Intellectual 
comrade, co-worker and friend. Peace 
to his tired spirit, where'er it be. I 
woulil like to write a tribute to Hes- 
ton. eonimonsurate with bis deserts; 
I. Ill I ( Miiiior now. Aa one by one, the 
o!,i »iirri..rs fall on the fleld of battle. 
I am lie |iri >-;r<l more and more, I feel 
a >i.ii>r of loneliness and suffer a loss 
I (an liaidlv explain.
